However, since it is 
expected that, during the coming months, port facilities 
of Mecklenburg harbors will be strained to the utmost, 
especially in view of important shipments of superphosphate 
from Belgium and of potash consigned to Belgium, it is 
requested that Derutra be approached prior to making 
gommitments, to discuss the feasibility of directing 
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
